Expires in a Hovel to Keep

Toledo, Ohio, Jan. 16—A remarkable 


and almost incredible story is disclosed 
by a letter found today among the ef- 
fect of a young woman who died in a 
hovel near Cummings & week ago. 
The 


girl s»aa Hattie Thetford, the daughter 
ot a prosperous mechanic of this city, 
and her body was found in the shanty 
occupied by John Kales at the town of 
Cummings, ten miles from here. 


Death had resulted from congestion 


ot the lungs. The girl, it appeared, 
upon investigation, had been taken there 
by a voodoo doctor of this city, one 
morning six weeks ago. 
Her parents 


did not know her whereabouts. 


The letter 
discovered today pro- 


claimed Miss Thetford a member.of a 
"degradation club," of which there were 
ten young women members. According 
to the written statement, -We cast lots 
to sea who would be the first to carrv 
out the pledges made. The unlucky 
one was to leave home, friends, every- 
thing, and become the most degraded 
individual possible. 
We sat about the 


table and dealt the cards. 
The queen 


of hearts was the fatal pasteboard and 
it came to me." 


The paper goes on to relate how the 


girl had sought a doctor in the slums 
nncl had been taken to the miserable 
hovel of Kales.

Honolulu, Jan. 9, Via San Francisco, 


Jan. 16— Up to date twenty-two deaths 
have occurred from the bubonic plague. 
Practically every case so far has proved 
fatal. There have been no recoveries, 
but hopes are entertained of four cases 
now in the hospital. 


About 2,000 people have been re- 


moved from the infected quarter and 
are now herded in quarantine camps.

$20.000 for a garbage crematory and 
$250,000 with which to put the city in 
sanitary condition 
: und guard against 


the sprend of the plague. 


INew cases of the plague are constant- 


ly appearing at points distant from the 
original center of the infection, showing 
that the germs of the disease have been 
widely scattered;.

lished <5n the island of Kauai, and no 
vessel or pussenger is allowed to land.

polic'j in the senate huve assurued the 
offensive. 
They have nothing for which 


to apologize, because they are satisfied 
that what has been clone since the insur- 
rection began has been necessary, una- 
voidable and entirely compatible with 
national honor and duty. 
Since a 


debate of the 
various aspects of the 


Philippine problem was inevitable, the 
decision of the administration's friends 
to put the anti-imperialists on the defen- 
sive is clearly sagacious 
uucl 
politic, 


The three resolutions introduced respec- 
tively by 
Belvesridge, 
Lodge 
and 


Spooner will knock the last weapon out 
of the handset the opposition. 


Senator Bevoridgo's resolution pro- 


claims the fact that the Philippines are 
American territory and that the govern- 
ment is justified in suppressing local 
insurrection. The question of govern- 
ment and administration is left to the 
future, to the period following 
the 


restoration of peace. 
It will be utterly 


impossible for the antis to deny either of 
the two propositions embodied in the 
'loclaration. They cannot decline to 
admit that we rightfully possess the 
Philippines by every valid title of inter- 
national law. or that we are bound to 
enforce law and order there and extend 
protection to peaceful natives and for- 
eign residents. They are reduced to the 
plea that, from n high moral point of 
view, the nation ought to promise the 
Filipinos independence. But the answer 
is that the nation has not settled this 
great question and will not 
even con- 


sider it while the war contiues and 
American sovereignty is assailed. 


Now Senator Spooner presents a reso- 


lution which goes beyond that of Bev 
eridge and is designed to subserve a 
more important purpose. 
It recognizes 


the right and duty of the executive to 
use his war powers during the continu- 
ance of the present disturbances, but it 
anticipated the requirements of the situ- 
ation which will arise when the insur- 
rection shall have been put down. 
It 


reade as follows: "When all insurrection 
against the authority and sovereignty of 
the United States iu the Philippine Is- 
Jands shall have been completely sup- 
pressed by the military and naval forces 
of the United States, all military, civil 
and judicial powers necessary to govern 
the said islands shall, until otherwise 
provided by congress, be vested in such 
persons and shall be exerciaed in such u 
•manner as the president of the United 
States shall direct, for maintaining and 
protecting the inhabitants of the said 
islands in the 
full enjoyment of their 


liberty, property and religion." 


In other words, since it will be inex- 


pedient and indeed impossible to estab- 
lish a Cull civil government in the archi- 
pelago immediately upon the termina- 
tion of.the war, the Spoouer resolution 
vests in the president the requisite 
authority for the administration of the 
islands pondicg the assumption of juris- 
diction by congress. 
Such grant of 


power by express law would demonstrate 
in the clearest manner the intention of 
congress to support the president and to 
retain the islands indefinitely. 
In the 


absence of such a law there would bo 
loose and 
insincere talk of executive 


usurpation and ,ot misrepresentation of 
the congressional and popular sentiment. 
Its adoption would mean unity, definite- 
ness of policy und certainty of natural 
purpose. 


No doubt the resolution will be stren- 


uously opposed by the anti-imperialists, 
but it will command n majority if it 
reaches a vote. There may be obstruc- 
tions and time-killing oratory, but the 
resolution is obviously adapted 
to the 


conditions to which it refers, and no one 
who is prepared to vote for the Bev- 
eridge declaration will have any reason 


for disapproving the Spooner corollary 
or logical deduction therefrom.

regarding the disposition of the Phil- 
ippines. 
He was followed by Mr. Pet- 


tigrev; (sil. rep., S. D.) in support of 
his resolution of inquiry. 


Mr. Berry placed the responsibility 


Tor the insurrection upon the presi- 
dent, declaring that if his proclama- 
tion had not been issued not a gun 
would have been fired and not a drop 
of our soldiers' Wood would have been 
shed. 


Mr. Pettigrew resumed 
Uis speech 


upon the general Philippine question, | 
his text being his resolution of in- 
quiry. 
He entered upon a sharp at- 


tack on the treaty made by the Amer- 
icans with the sultan of Sulu, charg- 
ing that polygamy and slavery were 
not only indorsed but maintained by 
the United States through the treaty 
with the sultan. He declared that the 
-republican 
party 
was 
going out of 


power as the champion of slavery and 
a repudiator of -the declaration of in- 
dependence. 


When Mr. Pettigrew concluded there 


was a general stir in the senate as Mr. 
Wolcott (rep., Col.) arose to discuss 
the resolution. Any general discussion 
of our policy toward the Philippines 
seemed to him out of place at this 
time. Our first duty, he said, was to ment. 
quell the insurrection. 
The resolutions 


to which Mr.' Pettigrew 
had 
been. 


speaking, Mr. Wolcott declared, -were 
of no importance, because ttiey were 
smothered and ingulfed in the broader 
resolution that called for all the in- 
formation in the possession oi' the ex- 
ecutive. 
They were 
petty 
earplugs 


which contained the suspicious inti- 
mation that there had been crooked 
and dishonorable conduct. 
No step 


had been taken. Mr. Wolcott asserted, 
that did not reflect honor upon the 
people of the United States. 


"My one idea of the 
mission 
of 


America," said the senator, "is that 
it is the last hope of the republics; 
that our broad, large, fertile area will 
gradually fill up by the admission of 
foreigners and 
oppressed 
of 
other 


•lands, and that in days of peace we 
will work out the noblest and highest 
social problems." 


Mr. Pettigrew replied briefly to Mr. 


Wolcott. He said he marveled at the 
rlivision in the ranks of the imperial- 
ists. The senator from Indiana (Bev- 
oridge) had said the motive o£ expan- 
sion was "greed," the senator from Col- 
orado (Wolcott) said it was "philan- 
thropy." 
The latter was the motive 


which actuated Spain in her conquest 
of the western world. Her pretext was 
civilization and religiout, zeal. 
Those 


were the motives of Piza -o.who butch- 
ered people right and left. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Pettigrew's 


statement an order was made, at the 
request of Mr. "Lodge, that the resolu- 
tions under consideration go over un- 
til today without losing, their place. 


Consideration of the financial bill 


was then resumed. 
Mr. Rawiins ad- 


dressed the senate in opposition to the 
measure, which, he intimated, was one 
of the objects of those who favored 
imperialism. He denounced the bill as 
sanctified by Wall street and blessed 
by the British financial promoters. 


"At 5:20 p. m. the senate went into 


executive'session, and, on opening the 
floors, adjourned.
